NEW YORK, Jan. 31.—In the Feb- 
ruary number of the North American 
Review the Transvaal war is dis- 
cussed by Lieut.-Gen. John F. Owen 
of the Royal Artillery (British;) Capt. 
Fritz Hoenig of the German army 
(retired;:) Maj.-Gen. O. O. Howard, 
U.S.A. (retired;) Henry Cust, formerly 
editor of the Pall Mall Gazette, and 
Dr.. J. C. Voight, author of “Fifty 
Years of the Republic in South Af- 
rica.”’ 

Gen. Owen says that “the Boer 
strategy has been excellent” and that 
“in military intelligence they have 
shown first-rate organization. They 
have taught us a lesson in the use of 
heavy guns, which they move with 
comparative rapidity in the field. 
Rapid-firing guns of small caliber of 
most recent pattern are largely used, 
often with terrible effect. Their ar- 
tillery has been well handled, mostly 
by their mercenaries, but the ammu- 
nition used has been very defective.” 

Speaking of the British strategy, 
Gen. Owen says that it is difficult to 
judge of it without knowing the ex- 
act reasons dictating departure from 
the original plan, but it seems to him 
that it would have been better to 
have carried out the first plan at all 
costs, though one army corps would 
not have sufficed. The _ intelligence 
department, he says, has not been suc- 
cessful. 

Capt. Hoenig takes the view that 
“England’s first mistake consisted in 
the fact that her political and military 
action which were evidently both in- 
tended to bear an offensive character, 
did not keep pace with each other.”

Capt. Hoenig estimates the Boer 
forces at “not far short of 60,000 
men,” and he figures that ‘‘the English 
forces in the field must at the very 
least reach the total of 120,000 men if 
England is to drive back her antag- 
onists by force of arms and dictate 
terms of peace at Pretoria. In addi- 
tion to this force 40,000 will be re- 
quired in Natal and Cape Colony for 
minor eventualities, as well as for the 
protection of the railway lines, etc.” 

Gen. Howard briefly reviews the 
campaign up to the time of Gen. Bul- 
ler’s attempt to cross the Tugela 
River. Viewing the situation as it 
then stood, he says, Lord Roberts 
must choose one of three lines of ad- 
vance so soon as he has enough men 
to work out a decisive movement. 
Dwelling upon the military problems 
before the new commander-in-chief of 
the British forces in South Africa, he 


says: 

“Will he take the Durban line? It ts 
the shortest, but it is intrinsically the 
most difficult to carry and has the best 
Boer. troops to defend it. 

“Will he choose the line through the 
Orange Free State? Possibly, but I 
think not. He will need, however, to 
clear those cross railways and secure 
the country below to the Orange River, 
that he may have the connecting rail- 
ways from Molteno via Middleburg to 


be done promptly. Then he could 
forward rapidly, repairing the western 
railroad above De Aar as he pushed 
on to join Methuen; then crush Cronje’s 
force, relieve Kimberley and at once 
break across eastward to the central 
railroad and use that road for a rapid 
j advance upon Pretoria. Of course Jou-

Mr. Cust, who writes on the Dutch 
in South Africa, says in one para- 
graph: 

“A thousand voices tell us that it ts 
the land greed, the gold greed, the em- 
pire greed of England that have made 
the war. England, they scream, is the 
conquering tyrant of free nations. Yet, 
it is a French-born government, loval 
to Eneland that sends troops to the 
front from Canada and it is Dutch gov- 
ernment, loyal to England, that is in 
power at the Cape today. Formulas 
grew meaningless by repetition, but 
what truth they carry is unchanged 
when England claims ‘equal rights for 
all white men south of Zambesi.’ In 
Cape Colony and Natal and Rhodesia, 
the Boer stands on exactly the same 
footing with the English-born. And 
more, in no English colony of the 
world has the proudest, richest Eng- 
lishman one lonely political or com- 
mercial advantage over the humblest 
‘and poorest foreign immigrant.” 

, Dr. Voight concludes his interesting 


article on “The Afrikanders in Natal,”

LONDON, Feb, 1, 4 a.m.—[By At- 
lantic Cable.]

Instead of this, a resv- 
lution was adopted calling for the im- 
mediate formation of a home-defense 
force.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 
steamer Australia, seven days from 
Honolulu, arrived here today and re- 
ports that up to the time of her de- 
parture, forty-one deaths from the 
plague had occurred, and there was a 
total of fifty-two cases. The Australia 
has been quarantined and further par- 
ticulars of the situation in Honolulu 
cannot be obtained until she has been 
thoroughly examined and fumigated. 

In an effort to stamp out the plague 
it was decided to burn one of the 
blocks in Chinatown. The fire was 
started, and it gained such headway 
that the fire department could not con- 
trol it. The flames spread _ rapidly 
from one block to another, and 690n 
the whole Chinese quarter was de- 
stroyed. Hardly a house was left 
standing in the district. 

The Chinese and other residents of 
the district fled from their homes in 
terror and were unable to save much 
of their effects. As a result of the de- 
struction of the Chinese quarter, be- 
tween 6000 and 7000 persons were ren- 
dered homeless, and they are now liv- 
ing in tents. 

The Australia has on board 175 pas- 
sengers, the largest number that has 
ever come to this port on a_ single 
steamer from the Hawaiian Islands. 

TWELVE BLOCKS BURNED. 
P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 31.—Thée 
fire destroyed twelve blocks bounded 
by Kukui, Queen, River and Nuanau 
streets. The most notable building 
burned was the Kaumaka Piti Church, 
a prominent landmark and the most 
comfortable edifice of its Kind in !iono- 
lulu. It contained a large pipe organ 
valued at $5000. 

The United States steamship Iro- 
quois rendered valuable aid. She puf 
out two lines of hose, which saved the 
Honolulu Iron Works.

WHEELING’S FATAL SALUTE. 
STATEMENT OF CAPT. WILDE.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—Capt. Wilde, 
the senior naval officer at Cavite, in 
the absence of Admiral Watson, today 
reported on the accident on board the 
Wheeling, whereby one sailor was killed 
and several wounded at Hongkong, 
while firing a salute in honor of Em- 
peror William's birthday. His state- 
ment that the accident resulted from 
the explosion of blank cartridges does 
not throw much light on the cause, but 
it has confirmed the ordnance officers in 
their original contention that the gun 
did not burst. The cablegram from 
Capt. Wilde is as follows:

Careless Living Brought on the Fatal 
Attack of Meningitis—Dead Mil- 
lionaire Step-father of Edna Wal- 
lace Hopper, and Brother-in-law of 
Sir Richard Musgrave. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

NEW YORK, Jan. 31.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.) Alexander Dunsmuir, the 
millionaire coal king of San Francisco 
and British Columbia, who, twelve 
years ago, secretly married the mother 
of Edna Wallace Hopper, the actress, 
the announcement of which was made 
only about a month ago, is dead at the 
Imperial Hotel, in this city, aged 47 
years. Dunsmuir was taken ill with 
meningitis about five days ago, and 
his condition became so serious a few 
days later that his brother James was 
notified by telegraph, and is now on 
his way from Victoria. 

The sick man grew worse rapidly, 
however, until early this morning, when 
the end came. Mrs. Dunsmuir is pros- 
trated, and the physicians hesitated 
to notify the brother, fearing the sud- 
den shock might prove serious. Prin- 
cipally for that reason Drs. Janeway 
and Colbert made an attempt to pre- 
vent the news of Dunsmuir’s death 
from becoming known through the 
medium of the newspapers. 

Dunsmuir was a brother-in-law of 
Sir Richard Musgrave of London, Eng., 
and was reputed to be worth from $7,- 
000,000 to $10,000,000. 

The body is still at the hotel, where 
it will remain until the arrival of the 
brother, who was last heard from at. 
Banff, Can. Dunsmuir had not been. 
taking the best of care of himself dur- 
ing the prevailing changeable weather, 
and his fatal illness was the result.

The Occupations. 
The gifts are distinguished from the 


structive and the forms made with 
them are less permanent.

In the 
sentence, “Man is a creative being,” 
Froebel's greatest interpreter found 
the key to his system. ; 

Any material which 


express themselves is legitimate for 
use in a kindergarten occupation. Leaf | 
garlands are made, burr baskets, neck- 
laces of berries and other decorations | 
dear to the heart of chilhood. The 
kindergarten sewing is not a prepara- 
tory course in dressmaking or tailor- 
ing, nor is its drawing, modeling and 
coloring to make artists fully equipped | 
for life. ‘“‘To make visible the in- 
visible spirit of man” is, according to 
Froebel, the function of art. To fos- 
ter the spirit of art, which seeks to 
find what it may work at, is his pur- 
pose in this direction of childish activi- 
ties, for “even a child is known by 
his doing.” 

Education is only a process of un- 
folding. All that can be done from 
without is to supply right conditions. 
To understand these conditions and to 
meet them is the effort of the child 
gardner. He needs to know not only 
the particular game, story, gift or oc. 
cupation, but the nature and needs 
of the growing child plant. The gard- 
ner must know his garden. He may 
scatter seeds and till and water. The 
plant must grow. The true kinder- 
garten is the garden so cultivated. 


THE FIRST SCHOOL YEARS. 


' In Mrs. Wiggin’s story of Patsy, the 
street waif, who strays into the kinder- 
garten, thinks himself in heaven, with 
bird songs filling the air, the windows 
full of bloom-eand a loving, sunny wo- 
man to mother a flock of children. Such 
@ heaven is not now the exclusive prov- 
ince of the kindergarten. There is no 
sudden change of climate when one 
enters a primary room. Here, too, 
are warmth and sunshine, blooming. 
geraniums and singing birds. In one 
window we m see a garden planted 
with peas or s; that little eye 
may behold the %ever-new miracle of 
germination and . In another 
window the egg-shell garden makes it 
possible for any child to know and 
care for his own plant. Jack and Jill 
and all the other names are plainly 
written on the half shells, that each 
child may gain the sense of responsi- 
bility and feeling of affection for the 
growing thing that comes from owner- 
ship. Another® window posstbly re- 
joices in an aquarium, and at the right 
season some other brother is sure to 
bring a jar of polly-wogs. Then there 
is the joy of watching, day after day, 
for the different phases of the won- 
drous change. A visit from a rabbit, a 
squirrel, a kitten or from mother hen 
and her chicks is not at all a surpris-. 
ing event in the modérn schoolroom. 
In a few places such pets are kept and 
sent from one school building to an- 
other. 

The four walls of our ideal room for 
little children are not to be cdévered 
with blackboards adorned with speci- 
mens of penmanship, rows of figures 
or wonderful crayon drawings. ‘

In folding and cutting the re- 
lation of parts to a whole is a matter 
of practical demonstration. “Music,” 

writes the wise Comenius, “is especially 
natural to us, for as soon as we see 


of paradise,” and he adds, fervently, 
“BRlessed is the home where voices re- 
sound to music.” No less blessed is the 
school where harmony, grace snd 
ryhthym are cultivated through the 
agency of song. 

And there is no more complete sum- 
mary of the general purpose of the first 
school years than the statement of this 
same herald of modern education: 

“As to sound learning, it admits of a 
threefold division, for we learn to 
know some things, to do some things, 
and to say some things; or, rather, we 
learn to know, to do and to say all 
things except such as are bad.

WHY BURNS IS OPPOSED. 


Although the record of Daniel M. Burns 
was thoroughly exploited by the press 
of the State during the Senatorial cam- 
paign of 1899, it is perhaps apropos at 
this time to again call the attention of 
the people, and particularly the members 
of the Legislature, to the good and suffi- 
cient reasons why it is impossible to 
consider this man for election to the of- 
fice of Senator, or for his elevation to 
any other position of public trust or 


honor. 

Burns’s career as a State politician 
commenced in the year 1879, when George 
C. Perkins was elected Governor. Burns 
was elected to the office of Secretary of 
State on the ticket with Governor Per- 
kins, and had, as his deputy in that of- 
fice, a man by the name of Reynolds. 


retary of State’s office at the end of 
Burns’s term was short in cash the sum 
of $31,738.59. Burns was indicted by 
the grand jury of Sacramento county for 
malfeasance in office, and, although it 
was never established whether it was 
Burns or his deputy who stole the above- 
mentioned amount of money from the 
State, the fact remains that to this day 
the sum has never been repaid. Burns 
accused Reynolds of the theft, and Rey- 
So 
there you are; and there is the shortage. 

Some time after this Burns was taken 
up by an old gentleman in San Fran- 
cisco, by the name of Waterhouse, he 
being “on his uppers” at the! time, and 
was given some sort of an interest in a 
mine owned by Waterhouse ls the re- 
public of Mexico. As the result of this 
connection, Waterhouse charged that 
Burns covered up a valuable vein of ore 
in the mine, giving out that) the prop- 
erty was worthless, and deliberately 
cheated his benefactor out of a property 
which has made Dan Burns a very 
wealthy man. 


Returning to San Francisco, after hav- 
ing at one time been in a — jail 
because of some of his opérations in 
that republic, the man who ndéw assumes 
that he ought to be permitted to repre- 
sent the State of California in the 
United States Senate became known as 
a political boss. He was especially ac- 
tive in the gubernatorial campaign of 
1890, and as the result of the election 
of that year his hold as a boss in the 
politics of the Republican party was 
greatly strengthened. Because of the 
grip he had secured on the disreputable 
element of the party in San Francisco, 
and in the other larger cities of the State, 
he was enabled, against the wishes of a 
great majority of the Republicans of the 
commonwealth, in a later convention to 
force the nomination of M. M. Estee as 
the nominee for Governor. In the year 
1882 Estee had been defeated for Gov- 
ernor by Gen. George Stoneman, with 
the overwhelming plurality of 23,519 
votes. As a result of the high-handed 
actions of Burns and his gang at the 
Republican State Convention of 1894, 
Estee was nominated and disastrously 
defeated by James H. Budd. In spite of 
this bad work as a politician, Burns has 
continued to pose as a boss with great 
distress to the Republican party and 
with disaster to the people’s interests. 

The people of the State have probaBly 
not forgotten the appointment of one 
Gunst as Police Commissioner of San 
Francisco, a position which Burns re- 
signed in order that Gunst might be ap- 
pointed. The inside history of that af- 
fair has never been made public, but if 
it were made public it is not at all likely 
that the reputation of Dan Burns would 
be made any sweeter than it was by his 
action while Secretary of State, nor in 
his manipulation of the Waterhouse 
mine in Mexico. 

The connection of Dan Burns with the 
race track in California is another no- 
torious feature of his career. His racing 
stud is one of the largest in the State, 
and his face is always familiar at the 
large racing meets in San Francisco, 
Ockland, Sacramento and Los Angeles. 
He is, in fact, one of the most notorious 
gamblers in the West. That is a matter 
of common knowledge. 

Beyond the facts above recited, the 
people of the State who are unac- 
quainted with Dan Burns should know 
that he has never at any time nor at any 
place made a memorable speech on any 
question. He is not connected with any 
public enterprise of the State, except the 
race track. He is not known as a man of 
affairs in the world of commerce, but his 
sole claim to public attention is as a bull- 
dozing and domineering political boss 
whose purpose it has always been to ad- 
vance the interests of himself and the 
gang of disreputable politicians that has 
surrounded him and made it possible for 
him to attain control of the machinery 
of the Republican party. This is why 


against the consideration of Dan Burns 
for a great and honorable office. 

To elect him would be disgraceful, 
shameful and damnable. His success 
would be an encouragement to the youth 
of California to become political trick- 
sters, gamblers, and worse. The Times 
has not opposed Mr. Burns for any per- 
sonal reasons, for it has no quarrel with 
him, but this journal! despises his meth- 
ods as it does the methods of all polit- 
ical bosses and managers. We look upon

Married Women and Wage-earning. 

{Margaret E. Songster in Collier’s 
Weekly:] For generations the accepted 
condition, among people of good breed- 
ing and refinement, was that the wage- 
earning should be done by the husband, 
and the administration of the domestic 
exchequer be left in the hands of the 


Among comfortably placed and, to 
some extent, luxuriously living, Ameri- 
cans, there is a remarkable change 
from former opinions on this eubject 
of the wife’s bread-winning. Especially 
among artists, authors, journalists, 
and people who live by the exertion 
of the intellect rather than by mere 
manual labor, it is common to find 
both wife and husband practicing their 
specialty, whatever it is, and putting 
their earnings into a more or less co- 
operative purse. The wife has a gift 
for illustration, and her clever fingers 
eke out her good man’é salary, so that 
luxuries are possible which the two 
must else forego. She writes bright 
quips and jests, or charming short 
stories, and thé crisp checks which 
come floating to her in the morning 
mail provide her own drese, or pay 
the school bills of Laddie, who is 
growing stout and sturdy and needs 
more money spent on him every year. 
I have heard of an ardent lover, who, 
preferring his suit to a gifted woman, 
ventured to call her attention to the 
fact that their combined ealaries would 
enable them to maintain a very at- 
tractive home, quite overlooking the 
possibility that as a wife the lady of 
his choice mjght prefer not directly 
not te contribute to her own support 
The truth is, that in many cases the 
wife's ability to supplement the hus- 
band’s earnings relieves her of a sort 
of work for which she may have no 
peculiar aptitude or which she perhaps 
finds distasteful. An extra maid may 
be afforded to do various things about 
the housekeeping, to wait upon the 
children, to attend to the endless 
mending of small garments and the 
sewing on of buttons—in short, to 
carry part of the burden of the ever- 
lasting little, which weighs heavily 
on the housemistress, provided the wife 
can earn enough to pay for the added 
convenience. When the period arrives 
in which growing children take prece- 
dence in parental calculations of every 
other necessity, when there are dan- 
cing lessons, and music lessons, and 
opportunities for culture in endless va- 
riety for which continual provision 
must be made, the wife’s share in the 
ayment of bills niay be no slight one. 

f she earn only her pin money. she 
may thus acquire and retain a plras- 
ing sense of independence, and have 
an advantage over her opposite neigh- 
bor, to whom pin money is an ever- 
vanishing mfrage on the horizon. 

The difficulty about the matter its 
twofold. In their youth, married peo- 
ple presumably anticipate the coming 
of children.

mother should not be taxed mentally 
or physically by the relentless and im- 
perious requirements of a wage-earn- 
ing vocation.

This like many anoher problem, 
cannot be arbitrarily legislated. upon 
by outsiders.

Most of us could get on very comfort- 
ably with a simpler style of living, and 
would be better off in the end if we ac- 
knowledged fewer wants. Civilization 
creates many artificial values. The life 
of towns rnresents occasions for spend- 
ing on every side, and incessantly 
hedges with thorns the nath of the 
frugal, who are anxious to save. If 
married people are to get on, to get 
ahead, they must economize in the be- 
ginning. Whether or not the joint sav- 
ings are larger where both earn the 
income is an unsettled question: tn the 
large, a question to which different 
couples may easily give different an- 
swers.

Constructed for the drainage of Chi- 
ecago’s turbid and muddiest and filth- 
iest of all streams—the open sewer of 
the city—the enannel was made large 
enough to floit che biggest of vessels 
that sail or steam over the Great 
Lakes. It combines the functions ct a 
ship canal with & drainage dict.

BROKERAGE FIRM SUSPENDS. 


UNABLE TO REALIZE ON LARGE

Exchange, suspended today. The firm 
was formed in November, 1899. The 
enormous purchases of sugar by this 
firm late in yesterday's market  at- 
tracted much attention, and the ef- 
forts to realize on it this morning 
broke the price. 

The firm was unable to meet its en- 
gagements, and its holdings were sold 
out, under the rule on the exchange. 
Something like 15,000 shares of sugar 
were thus sold, and over 5000 shgres 
of various other stocks, in which 
Southern Pacific, St. Paul and Steel 
and Wire were conspicuous proportions, 
The character of the accounts liqui- 
dated indicate that the firm

FULL TEXT OF CAPT. MEYLER’S 
REPORT ON SURVEYS. 


Improvement of the Inner Harbor by 
Dredging and Jetties Strongly Rec- 
ommended by the Paginees 
in Charze. | 
Chamber of Commerce Adopts Resolu- 
tions Asking Congress to Make 
‘Necessary Provision for 
the Work. 
Harbor Contractor Says the Quarry 
Work is Progressing More Satis- 
factorily and the Quality of 
Rock is Improving. 


Following is the full text of the report 
on San Pedro Harbor, made by Capt. 
Meyler to Gen. Wilson, Chief Engineer, 
and transmitted to Con by the 
Secretary of War, with . Wilson's 
recommendations:

Building. 
Los Angeles (Cai.,) Jan. 6 jwo. 

Brig.-Gen. John M. Wilson, Chief of 
Engineers, U.S.A., Washington, D. C.— 
General: I have the honor to submit 
the following report of a survey of 
the inner harbor San Pedro, Cal., made 
in compliance with the river and har- 
bor act of March 3, 1899, and assigned 
to my charge by your letter of August 
25, 1899 (30,608.) in compliance with 
your previous instructions a prelimi- 
nary examination of this harbor was 
made in March, 1899, and a report 
thereon. to which I respectfully invite 
attention, was submitted under date 
of March 31, 1899. In this report, after 
giving a brief history of the improve- 
ment of the harbor by the general 
government, and of the results attained 
and the cost of the same, I stated that 
in my opinion ‘the harbor is worthy 
of further improvement by the general 
government.” 

RESULTS OF RECENT SURVEY. 

The survey, which was recently made 
under. my direction, covered the inner 
harbor from the head of the lagoon to 
the entrance. The map which I for- 
ward herewith shows, in addition, the 
outer breakwater now in process of 
construction, and the proposed harbor 
of refuge and commerce which it will 

tect. This map has been prepared 
m accordance with all available data; 
the nature of the bottom hae been ex- 
amined, a large number of test borings 
having been made for that purposr 
the condition of the wooden single wor 
and the training walls, of the dredged 
cuts and blasted reef has been investi- 
gated; and the effect of the tides and 
winds, of the prevailing currents and 
swells of the sea hase been carefully 
considered. As a result of this study 
we find at the entrance today a depth 
of over fifteen feet of water. where 
originally there existed but 1% feet. 
According to the old rule that the ton- 


as the cubes of their. bar depths, thie 
increase of 13% feet has made the ton- 
mage capacity of this harbor 1000 times 
as great as it was when the improve- 
ment began. The success of the work 
from an engineering point of view 
hae attracted the attention of engineé¢rs 
far and wide; and it has frequently 
been stated that nowhere in the world 
has there been a more successful work 
of harbor improvement, or one where 
the proportional increase of depth ov- 
tained has been greater. That such 
splendid results have been posgible is 
due entirely to the naturally favorable 
conditions existing there. The perma- 
rent improvement of a harbor entrance 
on a sandy coast has long been recog- 
nized as one of the most difficult prob- 
leme of maritime engineering; and it 
is doubtful if. upon a more exposed 
coast, any improvement of so small a 
harbor could have reached so success- 
ful a result. | 
SAND MOVEMENT. 

The great obstacle to the improve- 
ment of channels of this character is 
the prevalence of sand in a movable 
position—not only that which is visi- 
ble as in the dunes, and in the great 
areas just above high water and ex- 

at low tide, but also that form- 

ng the foreshore, the shoals and bars, 
and held in suspension in the ever- 
moving waters. It is thie movement 
of sani down the coast. that 
has long been the bete noir 
in works of harbor improvement on the 
Atiantic Coast, and the history of many 
such works shows that frequently the 
depth of water on a bar available for 
navigation varies in a short time as 
much as three feet or more, depending 
upon the strength and direction of the 
revailing winds. The history of the 

endewausent of the inner harbor at 
San Pedro, and a careful study of the 
movement of sand about its well pro- 
fected entrance, show an entirely dif- 
ferent state of affairs. While the small 
stream which still empties its waters 
was un- 
doubtedly, at some distant time, a/ 
great river, it now results in but little 


‘deterioration to the channels of the har- 


bor by depositing. material brought 
down from the interior. It is true that 
fin times of heavy freshets considerable 
detritus is dropped by the river waters 
in the head of the inner basin, and a 
comparison of the map of the recent 
eurvey with that of the survey of 1883 
shows a decrease in channel depth in 
the upper basin of at least one and 
one-half feet. For this reason, and to 
prevent the further formation of shoals 
and the filling in of the channels, it 
has long been considered desirable to 
entirely cut off the river from ingress 
fnto the harbor, and by means of a re- 
straining wall or dike cause it 
empty all of its waters into the ocean 
through. its mouth near Long Beach, 
some three or four miles eastward. Be- 
yond this storm-water effect of the 
river in the upper basin, the waters of 
the -inner harbor have shown them- 
gelves to the essentially non-silt bear- 
ing.

scouring action of the ebb tide. From 
the lower to the upper end of 
wharves but slight shoaling has taken 
place, and this is supposed to be due 
fn large part to the fact that dredging 
done by private parties, while result- 
ing in increasing depths along their own 
wharf fronts, has also caused shoaling 
elsewhere by the deposition of a por- 
tion of the dredged material.

DIMENSIGNS OF INNER HARBOR. 
The leastz width at the entrance be- 
tween the j@ities is about 650 feet. From 
the entrance to the wharvesthis width is 
capable of being almost doubled. At 
the lower @nd of the wharves the least 
width of clfinnel is found, namely,’ 500 
feet, which, gradually increases to the 
upper end #f the wharves, where it is 
800 feet. # Smith’s Island it is 1500

ocaiy ag the “Waiker board.’ in its 
report submitted March 1, 1897, refers 
repeatedly to the advantages to be de- 
rived from the further improvement of 
this inner harbor. and shows conclu- 
Sively that its future development 
formed a most important factor in the 
considerations which influenced it 
to decide upon San Pedro as the loca- 
tion for the deep-sea harbor. From 
ite report I quote the following p¢r- 
tinent paragraphs: 


“The inner harbor now accommo- 


| dates vessels drawing 18 feet, there be- 
|ing 14 feet on the bar at low water. 


The entrance is between stone jetties 
(00 feet apart. The harbor as now uti- 
lized extends 9000 feet from the mouth 
of the jetties to the lower end of Wil- 
mington Lagoon, a tidal flat basin hav- 
ing a high-water area of about two 
square miles and a tidal prism corre- 
sponding perhaps to an average depth 
of 3 feet at high water. About 4600 
feet of this channel, from the South- 
ern Pacific passenger station north, 
is now occupied by wharves, which are 
practically continuous on the west side 
of the channel, these wharves forming 
& longitudinal quay, alongside of which 
vessels are berthed. For 3000 feet south 
of the Southern Pacific wharf there 
are mud flats on each side of the chan- 
nel in which basins could easily be ex- 
cavated, there being room for a basin 
more than 2000 feet long and at least 
500 feet wide on the west side, and 
for one of about half these dimensions 
on the east side of a channel 600 feet 
wide. The east basin could be enlarged 
indefinitely by removing the present 
jetty farther east. 

‘To ascertain the possible develop- 
ments of this inner harbor a series 
of borings was made, extending from 
the upper end of the wharves into the 
outer bay and beyond the five-fathom 
line, these borings being generally car- 
ried to a depth of at least six fathoms 
below mean low water. A full report of 
these borings is given in Appendix D. 
These borings show that for a distance 
of 1200 feet inland from the end of the 
jetties the bottom above the five- 
fathom line is a hard, black, sandy 
clay, impregnated with petroleum, in 
or on which aé few boulders are 
found; it is a material through which 
a pipe was forced slowly by the use 
of @ water jet, and a material which 
can be worked without serious diffi- 
culty by a hydraulic cutter dredge. 
Outside of the jetties this same mate- 
ral is found, but it sinks rapidly and 
drops below the five-fathom line about 
u thousand feet from the end of the 
west jetty, the deposit above it being 
fenerally sand with a little mixture of 
Sravel.

“While the extension of the je 

and the deepening of the he tenn 
bor may not bea necessary part of the 
immediate construction required for 
the deep-water harbor provided for by 
law, they certainly are accessories 
which would within a reasonable time 
and at a reasonable cost enable this 
harbor to meet every possible require- 
ment of commerce in the most com- 
plete and satisfactory manner.” 


LOCAL DEMANDS OF COMMERCE. 


As stated in my preliminary exam- 
ination report, above referred to. the 
coasting trade, consisting principally 
of the importation of lumber, forms 
the most important part of the present 
commerce of this harbor. Its mara- 
time exports are at present insignifi- 
cant, and the foreign imports have 
thus far been, with the exception of 
coal, of little consequence. Were the 
lumber trade alone to be considered, 
interior channel depths of twenty feet 
would satisfy all demands for the 
present and immediate future; the 
coasting vessels could freely enter and 


bor. and the San Francisco water front leave the harbor at any stage of the 


tide; and purely local commercial in- 
terests could be well taken care of 
with that depth of water. But the 
question of the future development of 
the inner harbor covers a much 
broader and more comprehensive scope 
than local interests would suggest. It 
is true that Los Angeles, which is the 
business center of the district for 
which this harbor serves as an instru- 
of commerce, is located in 
the midst of one of the richest and 
most fertile sections of the country: it 
has undeveloped mining resources: it 
is the central depot of two great trans- 
continental railroaiis, and the main ter- 
minus of the southern coastwise rail- 
way lines: and & is confidently pre- 
dicted that another § transcontinental 
line from Salt Lake City, which it is 
said will be the shortest Hine between 
the Atlantic and the Pacific, will soon 
be built to this city, over a section of 
country In which are found vast depos- 
its of iron and unlimited measures of 
coal. Rich oil flelds are daily being 
opened up in every direction around 
this southern metropolis. and their fu- 
ture extension and development augers 
well for a satisfactory solution of what 
has been the all-important question to 
this section in the past—namely, that 
of cheap fuel. The city has vast and 
uniimited commercial possibilities, yet 
the present demands of commerce do 
not appear to be such as would justify 
extensive improvements in the: inner 
harbor at great expense to the general 
government. 
DEVELOPMENT oF 
TRADE. 
However. it is the consideration of 
this problem in connection with the 
building of the outer deep-sea harbor of 
commerce and refuge, and the relation 
of both harbors, constituting one port,

to the future development of the rapid- 
ly-increasing oriental trade, that makes 
the establishment of a first-class har- 
vor on this southern coast a manifest 
necessity. The board of engineers of 
1492, in their report on the location of a 
deep-water harbor on this southern 
coast. commented as follows on this 
question: 

“By far the most important aspect of 
this subject, however, is its relation to 
the probable future development of the 
deep-sea commerce of the country. 
Heretofore the Asiatic trade has nat- 
urally gone to San Francisco, but it 
has been pointed out that the construc- 
tion of the Canadian and Northern Pa- 
cific railroads has introduced two com- 
petitors for the overland transportation 
of the Asiatic commerce. Two through 
lines, the Southern Pacific and the 
Santa Fé systems, cross the continent 
from Los Angeles at much lower ele- 
vations than the northern lines, and 
also connect the Pacific with the Gulf 
of Mexico, and their operation is never 
obstructed by snow or ice. If a safe, 
accessible and convenient harbor for 
deep draft vessels existed on the south- 
ern coast these would appear to be the 
most favorable lines for the transpor- 
tation of Asiatic and Australian com- 
merce. 

“Should the Nicaragua Canal be 


completed the importance of the pro- 


posed harbor will become still greater. 
At the present time the most conve- 
nient course for sailing vessels coming 
around the Horn is to get out into the 
mid-Pacific and strike the trade winds 
to make the port of San Francisco. 
With the completion of the canal, com- 
merce will be principally transported by 
steam vessels of moderate draft, which 
will move north along the coast and 
seek the nearest favorable d conve- 
nient port from which their ight can 
reach its market. 

“A deep-water harbor on the south- 


ern coast would thus receive the 
Asiatic and Australian  freights for 
shipment over the most favorable 


transcontinental lines, accommodate a 
large part of the commerce passing 
through the Nicaragua Canal, which 
now goes around the Horn, and finally 
furnish a port of shipment and sup- 
ply, not only for the productive terri- 
tory in its immediate vicinity, but also 
for the great interior plateau reached 
by the southern railways beyond the 
mountain ranges. Considering, there- 
fore, the probable needs of commerce 
in the near future, the board is of the 
opinion that the proposed deep-water 
harbor is of high national importance 
and well worthy of construction by the 
general government.” 

This necessity for a deep-water har- 
bor has since been recognized by Con- 
gress, and an appropriation af $2,900,000 
has been made for the building of an 
outer breakwater, which is now in 
process of construction. Its comple- 
tion must introduce a new factor in 
the problem of the general prosperity 
of the country, the full value of which 
can only be determined by taking ad- 
vantage of the new resources which it 
offers to commerce in the fullest and 
most comprehensive manner. When 
completed, the outer breakwater will 
afford a protected area of about one 
square mile, and will furnish wharf 
frontage to the extent of about one 
and one-half miles. The inner harbor, 
when fully improved, will have double 
that area, which will be much better 
protected, and it is capable of furnish- 
ing six or eight times as much available 
water front. The inner harbor will be 
much easier of access by the railroads 
than will the outer harbor; the grades 
will be less, and the distances shorter: 
the pliers that will be necessary to 
reach deep water need not be so ex- 
tensive, and the cost of maintaining 
them will be far less than in the outer 
harbor; and accommodations for the 
maintenance and repair of vessels can 
be erected in the inner harbor’ much 
more conveniently at hand. In fact, 
the inner harbor will be much more 
than an accessory to the outer harbor, 
and with both completed, the latter 
will.serve essentially as an anchorage 
ground and a harbor of refuge, and 
the former as a harbor of commerce, 
for the direct and convenient connec- 
tion of ship and rail. 

GENERAL PROJECT URGED. 

In my opinion, it appears desirable 
to now enter upon a geneRal project 
for obtaining twenty-four” feet of 
water at mean low water from the 
ocean to the head of the inner basin. 
To dredge a channel 400 feet wide from 
the ocean to the lower end of the 
wharves; to dredge the interior chan- 
nel between harbor lines as far as the 


head of the wharves, and to 
dredge the inner basin from 
the upper end of the wharves to 


Wilmington, and from the Southern 
Pacific trestle to Terminal Island, 
would require the removal of approxi- 
mately, 20,000,000 cubic yards of mate- 
rial 


The extension of the jetties at the en- 
trance to twenty-four feet of water 
would probably prove necessary with 
the deepening of the entrance channel 
to twenty-four feet. This would _re- 
quire about 190,000 tons of rock. 

The single work of the east jetty is 
in a precarious condition; it was con- 
structed over twenty-seven years ago, 
and has become so badly rotted in 
places that the sea is in danger of 
breaking through into the inner harbor. 
To tear out this old timber work and 
replace it with a rubble wall of about 
the same dimensions as that portion 
of the jetty just inside of Deadman’s 
Island would require about 10,000 tons. 

A restraining wall should be built 
at the head of the lagoon to divert the 
etorm waters of the Los Angeles River. 
As located byth e last deep-water 
harbor board, the dike would be about 
6360 feet long. Giving it a height of ten 
feet above mean low water, a width 
on top of twenty feet and side slopes 
of two to three, the wall would re- 
quire about 38,000 yards of material. 
It would be necessary to purchase a 
strip of land of about thirty acres 
upon which to build this dike. 

COST OF PROJECT. ; 

The estimated cost of dredging can- 
not be based on the cost of such work 
heretofore done at this harbor by con- 
tract. In all such cases the contracts 
were for small amounts of ‘material, 
including generally the tough clay or 
hard pan found near the entrance. and 
requiring that the excavated material 
be carried some distance to sea. Wnat 
would now be considered old-fashioned 
and unsuitable dredg2s had to “be 
brought to the harbor from distant 
points, and when breakdowns occurred 
to the machinery, it was found impcs- 
sible to make the necessary repaiis in 
local shops. 

With the powerful! hydraulic cutter 
dredges of today: with a large face to 
work upon, in a well-protected area, 
and with over 99% per cent. of the 
whole amount of material composed of 
soft mud, fine sand, and shells; all of 
the dredging should be done, even by 
contract, at an average of from 12 to 
15 cents per cubic yard. 

But by far the better plan would be 
for the government to purchase or 
construct a suitable dredge. Such a 
plant would result in a great reduc. 
tion of the cost of the dredging: would 
offer many advantares to the United 
States in the way of conducting the 
work; and would leave it available to 
assist in the maintenance cf dredged 
channels and possibly for service at 
other harbors in the district. TI finda 
also that if the filling could be obtained 
by pumping through pipe outlets onto 
the neighboring flats without expense 
to the owners, most or al! of them 
would build the necessary. bulkheads 
to retain it. UWniler these conditions 
the 20,000,000 cubic yards of dredging 
should be done at an average = price 
ef 10 cents per cubic yard. 

The 200,009 tons of rubble stone would 
probably cost about 75 cents per ton 
in place: the 38,000 cubic yards of em- 
bankment about 20 cents per cubic 


yard, and the thirty acres of land pos-

These prices should cover engineering 
expenses and contingencies, and they

| With the necessary funds appropri- 
ated, there wouid be no particular diffi- 
culties in the way of doing the stone 
work and building the embankment in 
any one working season. The dredg- 
ing work, however, would be of much 
greater magnitude and would require 
considerably more time. With a mod- 
ern first-class dredging plant, over two 
million cubic yards of material could 
be excavated annually. Even this 
would require the very liberal appropri- 
ations of $200,000 per year, and at that 
rate the work could befinished in ten 
years, before the end of which period 
the completion of the outer breakwater 
would demonstrate what need or ne- 
cessity there might be for further deep- 
ening and fuller development of the in- 
ner harbor. 

However, a work of’ such t extent 
as this, and which in all likelihood 
would require such a long period of 
time for its completion, should be so 
arranged and conducted that the pub- 
lic would be enabled to reap direct and 
immediate benefits from the results ob- 


this important object in view, it would, 
in my opinion, be extremely desirable 
to begin operations under the general 
project above outlined, by work upon 
a portion of it as follows: To dredge a 
channel 20 feet deep and 400 feet wide 
from the ocean to the lower end of the 
wharves; to dredge between harbor 
lines from the lower to the upper end of 
the wharves to a depth of 24 feet; to 
dredge a turning basin 1600 feet in di- 
ameter between the upper end of the 
wharves and the lower end of Mormon 


with stone the decayed timber in the 
single work of the east jetty, and: to 
build the restraining dike at the head 
of the lagoon in order to divert deposit 
from the Los Angeles River. The ti- 
dal rise at the bar and entrance, at 
the lowest tides, is not less than four 
feet, so that were twenty feet at 
mean low water secured there, and the 
inner channel to Mormon Island, 
deepened to twenty-four feet, a chan- 
nel twenty-four feet deep from the 
agg to the turning basin would re- 
sult. 
An extension of the training walls 
at the entrance may prove eventually 
a necessity, but it is believed to be 
worth while to attempt this portion of 
the work, and leave the preservation of 
the entrance depth to the action of the 
currents and to periodic dredging.

The cost of construction of the dredg- 
ing plant could be safely estimated to 
not exceed $92,400, and it would take 
about three years’ time to build it and 
complete the above work. Regarding 
it therefore as a part the general 
project, Congress should be urged, if 
the project be adopted, to appropriate 
$550,000 for the first three years’ work. 
This would include the whole cost of 
the dredging outfit in that portion of 
the work, but it would result in a cor- 
responding decrease in the cost of the 
remaining dredging would leave 
the estimated cost of the whole project 
as given above, namely, $2,159,100.

FOR AN INNER HARBOR. 
CHAMBER OF COMMERCE IN FAVOR 
OF THE IMPROVEMENT. 


Adopts Resolutions Commending the 
Project Made by the Corps of En- 
gineers, for the San Pedro Harbor 
Improvement, and Requesting Con- 
gress to Legislate Appropriately. 


The board of direstors of the Cham- 


noon, and Mr. Stewart offered the fol- 
lowing resolutions, which, upon mo- 
tion, were unanimously adopted, and 
the secretary was instructed to send 
copies to the California delegation in 
Congress:

_A communication was read from Hon. 
Binger Hermann, Commissioner of the 
General Land Office, stating that it 
would be impossible for the depart- 
ment to grant the assistance of United 
States engineers to aid in the location 
and construction of trails other than 
work of an engineering character in- 
cidental to the proper patrol of the 
forest reserves, as requested by the 
chamber’s resolutions of December 20, 
as Southern California now has double 
the number of rangers employed in 
Proportion to its area, than any other 
reserve in the State.

FROM THE ROCK QUARRY. 


CONTRACTOR HELDMAIER TALKS 


QF THE BREAKWATER WORK. 


A Two-thousand-foot Strip of Arti- 
ficial Beach, Eighty to One Hundred 
Feet Wide, Nearly Completed—Air- 
compressor Plant is Working Per- 
fectly—Quantities of Rock. 


Ernest Heldmaier of the contracting 
firm which is constructing the San 
Pedro government breakwater returned 
to this city yesterday, after having 
visited the rock quarry on Santa Cata- 
lina Island. 

“Material progress has been made on 


the construction of the _ artificial 
beach on which the quarrying 
operations will be based,’ said he 


“The shore line of the quarry may 
be described as resembling a half circle, 
the curve of which projects into the 
sea. The completed. beach is in three 
sections. When the next two big blasts 
shall have been made the rock walls 
which divide them will be cleared away 
so that there will be one uninterrupted 
stretch of beach about two thousand 
feet long. The width of the beach 
ranges from eighty to 100 feet. The 
outer half of the strip is of large rocks 
and rock fragments tumbled into the 
sea at the face of the cliff. The inner 
half is of undisturbed solid rock. 
Roughly speaking, this shelf is being 
formed by one line of blasts which have 
broken away the face of the cliff above 
the sea level. 

“Of the completed beach there is one 
piece 69 feet !'ong on which three land 
derricks are working loading rock on 
to barges moored near shore. Another 
strip of completed beach is 700 feet long 
and three land derricks are working on 
that also. The third completed strip is 
200 feet long. One derrick is working 
on it, and another is being set up. Be- 
tween the 700-foot and the 200-foot strip 
is a 200-foot piece which will be cleared 
away by a blast from a tunnel which 
is now being driven. That tunnel was 
thirty-two feet long Monday night. Be- 


j tween the 600-foot and 700-foot strips 


the tunnel which is being driven was 
then twenty-one feet long. Work on 
those tunnels is going ahead night. and 
day. The tunnels will be driven to 
lengths of from eighty to ninety feet 
each, after which the blasts will be 
fired from T’s cut at their inner ends. 
The object of the T’s is to produce 2 
blast which will blow away a broader 
surface of the cliff and leave a face 
which will be along the line of the T 
produced in both directions... 

“The rock indications are cape 
‘ > e farther into the mo . 
as we penetrate f 


tain. I expect that 7 
the 700-foot and 0-foot strips will 
loosen 500,000 tons of rock. Of that 


quantity I recken that 15 per cent. will 
be lost by dropping into the sea, and 
that 20 per cent. more will be broken too 
fine to use in the breakwater. That 
will leave 65 per cent. which may be 
used. On the other blast,I have been 
unable to gather as complete data on 
which to base an estimate. I think, 
however, that 250,000 tons of rock will 


| be loosened by the explosion and that

whereas, the carrying out of the plans 


one-half of it will go into the ocean. 
Those two biasts, however, will wun- 
doubtedly complete the beach strip so 
that practically none of the rock broken 
lose by subsequent explosions will be 
lost by falling into the sea.” 

Mr. Heldmaier was asked about the 
barges. 

“As soon as the last of the land der- 
ricks is set up,” said he, “I expeet that 
the derrick barge will be brought to Sanu 
Pedro and reconstrusted for the rock- 
carrying work. We shall then have in 
operation barges Nos. 1 and 2, the side- 
dumping ones, which — from 825 te 
875 tons of rock each. e shall also 
have barges Nos. 3 and 4, the center- 
dumping ones, which carry from 950 te 
1050 tons each. Then, too, there will 
be the reconstructed derrick barge

“Regarding the quantity of rock to be 
brought to the seawall site,”’* said he, 
“I expect that with the weather per- 
mitting, and barring accidents, we shall 
this month dump 20,000 tons. As to 
how much we shall dump next month I 
shall be better prepared to speak after 
a few weeks. There has not yet been 
a single serious accident on the work. 
At the quarry constant. vigilance is 
exercised to assure the safety of the 
workmen. The foreman is expected to 
keep watch of the face of the cliff and 


upon the slightest indication of caving | 


to call the men away. A caving of the 


surface, you know, is almost invariably 


preceded by the dropping of a few 
small particles sufficeint to give warn- 
ing of what may be expected. 

“The air-compressor plant is in use 
for the operation of all the land der- 
ricks, the rock drills and for all other 


“which power is needed.-A large oil- 
burning stearn engine pumps the air 
into a reservoir from which it is piped 
to wherever it is needed. The com- 
pressor plant works perfectly.” 

Th purpose of Mr. Heldmaier’s visit 
to this city yesterday was to have an 
interview with Capt. Meyler, Corps of 
Engineers, U.S.A., who is in charge of 
the breakwater construction. Mr. 
Heldmaier expects to remain in South- 
ern California at least six weeks, and 
will spend most of that time at the 
quarry. 


The Ride from Ghent to Aix. 


(St. Nicholas:] Many a puzzled ad- 
mirer of Browning's “Ride from Ghent 
to Aix” has tried to find the historical 
basis for the poem. No one has ever 
found it or ever will, as is proved by 
the following letters: ; 

“WASHINGTON (D. C.,) 1899. 

“To the Editor of St. Nicholas—Dear 
Madame: In 1882 I was United States 
Consul at Ghent, Belgium. That city 
is famous for its clubs and societies 
organized for improvement and pleas- 
ure, some of them public, but many 
of them in quite a private manner. At- 
tending the meeting of one of these 
societies at a private house, I read, as 
my contribution to the evening's enter- 
tainment, my own translation of 
Browning's celebrated poem, The Ride 
from Ghent to Aix.’ In the talk which 
followed, the Gantois present declared 
their ignorance of any such incident in. 
the history of Ghent; whereupon I 
took the liberty of writing to Mr. 
Browning at London, though Mr. 
Lowell, and in due course received the 
following reply. I have deposited the 
letter as an autograph of Mr. Brown- 
ing in the Historical Department 
Iowa at Des Moines.

3 WATER RATES. 

METER SYSTEM ASKED FOR. 

Some time during the present month 
the Council will be called upon to fix 
the water rates to be charged in the 
city for the fiscal year beginning July 
l. Heretofore this action has 
merely perfunctory on the part of the 
Council and no attempt has been made 
to change existing conditions. In view 
of the tangled state of the water ques- 
tion at the present time it is extremely 
doubtful if the Council will try to force 
any readjustment of the schedule. The 
annual statements of the water com- 
panies, which are required by law so 
that the Council may intelligently fix 
the rate on the basis of the receipts 
and expenditures for the year, were 
ordered filed by the Council last Mon- 
day, but they do not furnish much 
reliable information upon which the 
legislative branch of the municipality 
can act. 

Yesterdaw a petition was filed with 
the City Clerk by Mrs. E. M. Linde of 
N 242 North Hope street asking 
that in fixing the water rates for the 
year @ meter rate for dwellings be 
again established. The petition states 
that in 1891 Mrs. Linde paid a monthly 
rate of $6 upon two houses situated on 
the same lot. The water company, 
thinking to increase the revenue, as 
the petitioner avers, put in a meter. 
Meter rates at 20 cents per 100 cubic 
feet were tendered and received up to 
December 1, 1899. The cost of water 
for the two houses by the meter sys- 
tem is stated to have been $1.92 per 
month, or a saving of over $4 on the 
house rates in 1891, and a saving of 93 
cents per month on the present rates. 
In conclusion the Council is urged to 
provide meter rates for pPivate houses. 


CONTRACTORS PROTEST. 


ALISO-STREET ENGINE-HOUSE. 
The award of the contract for the 
construction of the Aliso-street  en- 
gine-house to C. J. Kubach, whose 
bid was 3162 higher than that of 
Weber & Haase, has called forth a 
protest from the latter firm, and, as 
already noted, the matter seems in a 
fair way to reach the courts. Weber 
& Haase have placed their interests 
in the hands of J. W. McKinley, Esq., 
and presumably intend to fight the 
award in all possible ways.

VOTER’S RESIDENCE. 

DEFINED BY THE LAW. 
Now that the season of registration 
is on again, when every voter must see 
to it that his name is written on the 
Great Register before he can vote at 
the coming national election, the rules 
relative to what is fe man’s residence 
may be of value as Well as of interest. 
Answering a communication relative 
to the case of a member of the Soldiers’ 
Home at Santa Monica, who is away on 
furlough, but who can at any time re- 
turn to the home, the District Attorney 
says that under the circumstances it is 
apparent that, where the residence in 
the city of Los Angeles or anywhere 
else is temporary only, and the inten- 
tion is to return to the home, the Sol- 
diers’ Home is the home of the voter, 
and the residence of the voter is not 
changed by reason of temporary pres- 
ence in any locality. : 
The statute defines residence as the 
place where one remains when not 
called elsewhere for labor or other spe- 
cial or temporary purpose, and to 
which he returns in season of repose. 
There can only be one residence, which 
cannot be lost until another is gained, 
and the residence can only he changed 
by the union of act and intent. 
The principal rules according to which 
a boafa of ele@tion can challenge an 
elector in relation to his residence are 
four in number, as follows: 
(1.). That place must be held to be 
the residence of a person in which his 
habitation is fixed, and to which, when- 
ever he is absent, he has the intention 
of returning. i 
(2.) A person must not be considered 
to have gained a residence in any pre- 
cinet into which he comes for tem- 
porary purposes merely, without the 
intention of making such precinct his 
home. 
(3.) The place where a man’s family 
resides must be held to be his resi- 
dence; but, if it be a place for tem- 
porary establishment for his family. or 
for transient objects, it is otherwise. 
(4.) If a man have a family fited in 
one place and he do business in an- 
other. the former must be considered 
his place of residence, but any man 
having a family, who has taken up his 
abode with the intention of remaining, 
and. whose family does not so reside 
with him, mut be regarded as a resi- 
dent where he has so taken up his 
abode.

FOR FIGHTING FROST. 


ESUGGESTIONS TO THE GROWERS 
OF CITRUS FRUITS. 

The weather bureau at San Francisco 
shas issued a weather map designed to 
‘aid orange growers in protecting their

COMPOUNDING NO FELONIES. 


CHIEF OF POLICE ANSWERS A 
BRAZEN REQUEST. 

Compounding of felonies or the con- 
version of the police department into 
a collecting agency for eastern or other 
officers, is-not a part of the bueiness 
of the Los Angeles police force under 
the present administration, and Chief 
of Police Elton yesterday advised a 
Colorado Sheriff of that fact in lan- 
guage which could not be misunder- 
stood, Several days ago the Chief re- 
ecived from a Sheriff of a county in 
Colorado a telegram asking that the 
police here look out for and arrest, if 
possible, a man who wae then en 
route to Los Angeles with his wife, 
both of whom were coming to this city 
for their health. The telegram stated 
that the man was wanted on a charge 
of felony embezzlement, and that a 
warrant had been issued for his ar- 
rest. A full description of the alleged 
fugitive was given, but no other par- 
tieulare of the crime charged against 
him were furnished. 

Acting upon this information, Chief 
of Detectives Bradish detailed Detect- 
ives Rich and Phillips on the case, and 
yesterday morning they found the man 
wanted on Spring street and took him 
to headquarters. He admitted that he 
was the man mentioned in the tele- 
gram, but stoutly protested that he had 
committed no crime, and that he was 


‘not afraid to go back and face any 


accusation that might be made against 
him. He produced many letters from 
prominent citizens and officials in his 
home town, in all of which he was 
mentioned as an honest and trustwor- 
thy man. He had been in business 
there for ten years, and left only be- 
cause of the ill health of himself and 
wife. He realized that under the cir. 
cumstances he would have to remain 
in custody. 

A telegram was at once sent to the 
Colorado Sheriff notifying him of the 
arrest and asking for instructions. An 
hour or two later the following surpris- 
anewer was received. 

“If Smith (that was not the name) 
will pay $425 and your costs let him go, 
otherwise hold him.” 

This telegram was signed by the 
Colorado Sheriff, and as soon as it was 


received it was telephoned to Chief 


Elton. He was more than irritated 
that any officer should have such an 
opinion of the Los Angeles police de- 
partment as that telegram implied. He 
sent the following reply, “‘col- 
ect:” 

“We do not care to compound a fel- 
ony or turn the police department Into 
a collecting agency; consequently we 
have turned your man !oose. 

[Signed] “CHARLES ELTON. 

“Chief of Police.”

The crop of 1898-99 was 291,455 bar- 
rels, compared with the crop of this 
year, which will not exceed 150,000 
barrels. Of this amount at least 50,000 
| barrels will be held by the planters un- 
til mext May or June to work out the 
ii third sugars, and consequéntly there 
| will be no more than 100,000 barrels of 
the present crop marketed during the 
winter. Nearly one-third of this amount 
been received and sold. The re- 
ceipts since September 1 are 92,232 bar- 
rels, of which 62,300 are old-crop goods. 
The receipts to December 2 embrace 
the bulk of the open kettle and first. 
or choice, centrifugal molassess, and 
receipts for the remainder of the 
Season are chiefly second-grade cen- 
trifugal, or medium, and lower grades. 


SARDINES AGAIN. There. are 
twenty-two sardine-canning factories 
on the Eastern Maine coast, says the 
New England Grocer, owned and op- 
erated during the season by the Sea 
Coast Packing Company of New York 
City, known down Elast as Syndicate 
No. 1. The Standard Sardine Company, 
Syndicate No. 2, has just twenty-seven 
sardine factories in their combine, and 
the two have nearly the entire control 
of the year’s pack of sardines. 

There is one large canning plant,— 
George 0. Grady & Co.—which these 
big syndicates were unable to gather 
into their hands and even their com- 
bined efforts during the season -just 
over failed in every way to prevent the 
firm from running every day since thé 
opening in July. 

There are indications of new sardine 
factories being erected, whith will be 
owned and conducted entirely indepen-

SCHUTZ POST-MORTEM. 

LONG BEACH, Jan. 31.—({Regular 
Correspondence.) The results of the ex- 
amination in the case of Mrs. Dr. M. 
A. Schutz, who died the 6th inst., have 
been learned. In accordance with a 
wish expressed by her there was a post- 
mortem examination conducted by Drs. 
Wood, Ives, Brown and Holden. A 
tumor was found attached to the in- 
testines a little below the stomach, 
and other pathological conditions were 
revealed. The stomach and other vital 
organs were turned over to Dr. Frank 
D. Bullard of Los Angeles; who left 
them with the Los Angeles Medical Col- 
lege. At that institution an examina- 
tion was made by Mr. Fosdick, assist- 
ant In toxicology, and Dr. 8. P. Black, 
professor of pathology. They found 
the coronary artery in a diseased con- 
‘dition, which they said had probably 
been the immediate cause of death by 
angina pectoris. They found that the 
kidneys showed plainly the effects of 
Bright’s disease, which they pro- 
nounced as the indirect cause of death. 
They also reported having found em- 
balming fluid in the stomach, but no 
other abnormal conditions in the con- 
tents of the liver or stomach.

LORD BYRON’S SWORD. 


PRICELESS RELIC TREASURED IN 
A CHICAGO COLLECTION. 

{Chicago Tribune:] What is consid- 
ered by many to be the most priceless 
relic of Lord Byron, the sword which 
he carried through Greece when that 
country was struggling against the 
Turks for independence in the early 


‘part of the century, hangs from a pol- 


ishel board in the library of Mrs. Henry 
W. King, 151 Rush street. It is the 
same sword which the poet-liberator 
carried while in command of a band of 
Sullotes in the vicinity of Missolonghi. 
It was brought to America by Col. J. 
P. Miller, a resident of Vermont, the 
father of Mrs. Sarah Miller Keith, who 
died last week from injuries resulting 
from an accident while she was visit- 
ing at the residence of former Senator 
Cc. B. Farwell. 

Col. Miller went to Greece in 1824 as 
a volunteer in the Greek army, and 
after the siege and battle of Misso- 
longhi, in April, 1826, he returned to 
Vermont and lectured through New 
York and the New England States for 
the cause of the Greeks. At the solic- 
itation of the Boston and New York 
Greek committees he went to Greece a 
second time as the general agent and 
distributed several cargoes of provis- 
ions and clothing donated for the suf- 
fering Greeks, returning to Montpelier, 
Vt., in 1827. His statement about the 
sword is as follows: ‘‘Lord Byron gave 
the sword to a young Greek named 
Loukas, a captain in his legion, who 
afterward was shot dead in a sortie 
against the Turks from the Acropolis 
at Athens, and being found with this 
sword knotted around his wrist was 
carried into the fortress. .When the 
sword and his clothing were sold for 
the benefit of his sisters by the British 
Consul at Poros, Greece, I was present 
at the sale, purchased the sword, and 
brought it home on my second return 
from Greece. I loaned it to Mr. Castanis, 
a native Greek lecturer, by whom it 
was carried hack to Greece.” 

Abijah Keith, who was the husband 
of Sarah Miller Keith, in 1885, wrote the 
following account of his recovery by

This sword I have seen in Lord Byron's 
possession before he gave it to Loukas, 
and I was present at Poros when it 
was sold. George Finlay, Athens, Jan- 
uary 17, 1853." 

Mr. Keith then adds that Mr. Fin- 
lay was a member of the Archaelogical 
Society of France, and also of the 
American Antiquarian Society of New 
York, and wrote several histories of 
the different periods of Greece, and re- 
sided at Athens until his death in 1875, 
Dr. Russ of New York and Dr. 8. G. 
Howe of Boston were present at the 
sale. The sword has an Arabic inscrip- 
tion on the blade, which is well worn, 
and Byron’s initial on the hilt.
